ED FROM TRIP 


Head of A. and M. Extension Depart­ 
ment Made Several Addresses in 
Central and North Texas. 


Hon. C larence Ousley, head of the 
extension departm ent of the A. and M. 
College, returned Sunday from a tour 
of Central and North Te*as, w here he 
made several addresses, winding up 
at D allas Saturday, w here he address­ 
ed 
the 
agricultural 
dem onstration 
agents. 
The Dallas News of Sunday 
contained the following in regard to 
his address: 
"T he United States farm dem onstra­ 
tion agents are becoming m ore and 
more the recognized scientific and 
practical agricultural leaders in the 
sections allotted to them ," said Mr. 
Ousley, director of the extension de­ 
partm ent of the A gricultural and Me­ 
chanical College, in an address yes­ 
terday a t th e second day’s session of 
the C entral and N ortheastern Texas 
county and district agents’ three days’ 
conference at the O riental hotel. 
Since the death of W. F. Proctor 
Mr. Ousley has given considerable at­ 
tention to the work of tfid dem on­ 
stration agents. 
He gave a general 
talk on the relation of the agents to 
the United States departm ent of agri­ 
culture and the A gricultural and Me 
chanical College. 
He 
deplored 
the 
fact that friction exists in some states 
betw een tho colleges and the agricul­ 


tural agents, m entioning th a t some of 
the best colleges form erly looked up­ 
on the canning aud boys’ club work 
with contem pt. 
He urged the agents to rem em ber 
that they are public 
servants 
and 
working under the direction of the 
federal governm ent and the A. and M. 
College, for which reasons they should 
refuse to aid any schem es of private 
individuals unless they w ere ethical, 
legal and, above all, beneficial to the 
best interests of the farm ers. 
Peanut Investigations. 
Mr. Ousley described the results of 
investigations of the m ethods being 
used by the farm ers in three counties 
in Georgia in the pasturing of hogs 
on peanuts. 
The A. and M. ( ollege 
made the investigations for the bene­ 
fit of the Texas farm ers. 
Mr. Ousley 
said they are fattening their hogs on 
peanuts and m aking a good profit in 
the business, besides m aintaining the 
fertility of the land. 
He told of the 
large co-operative 
curing 
plants, in 
Which the farm ers store safely many 
thousand pounds of hog m eat. 
They 
are usually operated 
in 
connection 
with ice plants. 
One of them has a 
capacity of 100,000 pounds.

In the fam ily’s money departm ent 
of the March Am erican M agazine is 
the story of a man who found th at the 
one tiling he could not count on was 
illness In the family. 
He looked over 
the accounts for the previous tw o or 
three years- and he was unable to 
get an average to m ake a provision. 
W hen first m arried his salary was 
$2,000 a year, which, w ith the coming 
of two children had put him a little 
in debt. 
B ut an increase in salary to 
$2,500 enabled him to get out again. 
"Five years ago he determ ined to 
establish a sinking fund for sickness. 
He started a tran sfer of $r>0 for an­ 
other savings account and then put in 
$2 a week. 
Because they w ere sen­ 
sible people and knew the value of 
health th ere was a surplus a t th end 
of the first year of HOO. In th a t year 
he had an additional raise of salary, 
therefore he increased 
the 
sinking 
fund a t the beginning of the second 
year to $3 a week. 
As they w ere ex­ 
pecting another child there was an 
actual reason for this. 
At the end of 
the second year there was very little 
surplus. 
But by the middle of the 
third year he had again over $100 in 
this sinking fund account. 
Now after 
taking care of the incidental illness 
of the fam ily they have still a surplus 
of $250 or $300. 
"T his plan had several advantages. 
It saved the shock of the unexpected 
draft on Income, and gave the sense 
of security. 
By far the g reatest ef­ 
fect was th a t it brought closely and 
practically to the family the necessity 
of studying problem s of health.
